not going to convince the rest of the council. I’m 
not trying to throw roadblocks but I can’t go 
along,” he announced. 

Sitting as both the council and the Community 
Redevelopment Agency, councilmembers voted four 
to one for the awarding of the bid.

Detective Charles Leonard of the Hawthorne 
Police Department planned to file charges yester¬ 
day, Wednesday, against a Sierra Madre merchant.

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Select pets 
carefully 

This year, as every year, countless 
homes will welcome a new pet for Christ¬ 
mas. The Southern California Veterinary 
Medical Association (SCVMA) has a few 
suggestions to make such a gift a joyous 
occasion for the entire family. 

Be careful to select a pet which will fit 
into your family’s lifestyle. If no one is 
home during the day, you will need a pet 
who can be left alone. And keep in mind 
that the larger the animal, the more space 
it will need. 

Even more important, consider the 
reason for wanting a pet. Will it be for 
companionship? Protection? Some breeds 
are better suited for certain roles than 
others. Remember that dogs and cats 
make the best domestic animals. 

Exotic animals, such as monkeys, 
skunks, jungle cats, and reptiles do not 
make good pets, as they are not only 
expensive but potentially dangerous. Nor 
are barnyard animals such as ducks and 
goats the best choice, for they often prove 
difficult to care for. 

Young, immature animals should 
never be given to very young children. 
The minimum age of a pet should be at 
least six weeks, 8-10 weeks is better. 

When selecting a pet avoid those 
which have any discharge from the eyes 
or nose or show any signs of a cough, 
sneeze or diarrhea. Neither should you 
chose pets with prominent rib bones 
or any that walk with a limp. 

Keep in mind that having a pet costs 
money, and your budget will have to reflect 
the expense of food, health care, and the 
equipment necessary to keep it comfor¬ 
table, as well as license fees, and vaccina¬ 
tions. 

Anyone acquiring a new pet should 
take it to a veterinarian promptly to be 
examined and innoculated against in¬ 
fectious diseases. Your pet’s health will 
depend on regular medical attention, 
proper handling, good nutrition, and not 
allowing it to be mistreated. 

Pets do make wonderful Christmas 
presents, provided the animal is selected 
with care and brought into a home with 
responsible owners.

Chacon’s AB2191 

A bill that would re¬ 
quire almost all California 
school districts enrolling 
more than 1000 students 
to elect their governing 
boards from single¬ 
member trustee areas 
will return to the Legis¬ 
lature in January. If the 
bill passes, the new 
state mandate will take 
effect in 1991 unless 
voters in a local district 
reject the election process 
change next November 
by a two-thirds margin. 


The California School 
Boards Association has 
opposed this measure, 
AB 2191 by Assembly- 
member Peter Chacon, 
since its introduction. 


Antonovich seeks law to protect Joshua trees 


Chairman Mike Anton¬ 
ovich of the County 
Board of Supervisors 
wants the county’s plan¬ 
ning director to develop 
a plan for protection of 
the Joshua Trees in the 
Antelope Valley. 

Antonovich said his 


motion, calling for an 
ordinance to inhibit the 
destruction of the 
valley’s Joshua Trees, 
was among the “most 
popular and necessary 
recommendations” in¬ 
cluded in the Antelope 
Valley General Plan. 


It will come before the 
board next week for a 
vote. 

According to Antono¬ 
vich, the proposed or¬ 
dinances would be similar 
to current ordinances 
protecting oak trees in 
Los Angeles County. 


First and foremost, 
CSBA believes that the 
education process for each 
community and its 
locally-elected officials 
should remain a local 


decision. Under existing 
law, local communities 
have the ability and the 
right to change their 
election process — by a 
majority vote to the 
school district governing 
board, through the 
initiative process or 
through other options. 
This bill is clear inter¬ 
ference in local decision¬ 
making, and CSBA sees 
no need for it. 


The additional costs 
that most surely can be 
expected from this man¬ 
dated change in the 
election process trouble 
us. Would the state re¬ 
imburse school districts, 
or would districts have to 
absorb the costs and 
redirect still more of their 
limited funds away from 
the classroom? 

This does not seem to 
us solely a school board 
issue. CSBA sees AB 2191 
as the first step in a pro¬ 
cess to alter all local 
elections. We ask city 
councils, county boards 
of supervisors and other 
local agencies to join us 
in opposition.

At the merchants’ 
meeting called by Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce Tuesday morning, 
most of the information 
discussed was same song, 
second verse.

David May, whose 
term as chamber presi¬ 
dent ends next month, 
prefaced the meeting by 
stating the “concerns of 
the chamber” as follows:

Years ago as a member 
of C RA 1 wanted to 
tear down all the old 
buildings behind city hall 
and make a mini-mall” 
but the suggestion went 
nowhere because, he said, 
several entities in Sierra 
Madre wanted the city to 
remain the was it was. 

Sue Slight said, “1 lose 
customers because of the 


parking problems. You 
talk about expansion but 
we haven’t enough park¬ 
ing for what (business) 
we have.” 

It svas suggested that a 
map showing all five 
parking lots should be 
circulated to business per¬ 
sons to give to their pat¬ 
rons so that the patrons 
svould know where they 
could park to be closer 
to the section of town 
in which they plan to 
shop.

Buchan stated that the 
city has five parking lots 
for use and implied that 
should be enough.

Grijalva, chairman of the Sierra Madre Public 
Library Board of Trusteees^nnounced that several 
residents had asked to serve on an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to decide funding for the proposed library 
expansion that will cost almost $2 million. Names 
will be circulated to Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan, 
and he and other councilmembers will choose 
about 15 names for the study committee. Grijalva 
said, “I want you to direct the committee, not us.” 

Mayor Buchan said, “The ad hoc commit¬ 
tee should look at the total development. Is it 
necessary? Is it too big for the site? Does it meet 
standards for parking? Is it a good location?” 

A public hearing concerning the proposed 
library expansion is set for the Jan. 12 council 
meeting. 

In other business, councilmembers decided to 
advise the county that Sierra Madre would like to 
continue the level of health care it has, namely the 
continuance of the emergency technician program 
instead of converting to the county-wide emer¬ 
gency ambulance transportation program. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy explained that the county 
had concerns with the cost of treating indigents or 
i.minals injured in police action who needed to 
go to County General Hospital. Tracy described 
a lawsuit in which 41 cities joined in a class action 
suit against Los Angeles County asking that costs 
of treating those persons be referred back to the 
county. 

In the first action the plaintiffs won but the 
Superior Court reversed that action in 1985. It 
was reversed on appeal in 1986 and the California 
Superior Court refused to hear the case. 

The county issued a contract stating that 22 
cities, providing their own emergency service, must 
enter into an agreement with the county for ambu¬ 


lance service or establish themselves as a franchise 
zone so they could continue with their emergency 
medical service. Sierra Madre opts for the franchise. 

Councilmembers discussed the possibility of 
hiring Mangement Services Institute to assist them 
in-discovering revenues via fees, permits and taxes. 
Councilman Crow made the motion to hire the 
firm on a one-phase proposal basis instead of 
asking for a package deal. Phase one would cost 
$33,000 and Phase two, $10,000. Phase three, to 
be implemented at a later date, would cost $25,0000. 

The Coachella Valley Joint Powers Insurance 
Authority, to which Sierra Madre belongs, has 
proposed four programs which include property 
insurance policy, excess insurance, a special event 
insurance policy and joint powers agreement and 
bylaws. 

Councilmembers particularly liked the special 
event program which allows the city to transfer 
the risk and recover premium cost from groups for 
the city’s special events. A $500 deposit was auth¬ 
orized. City Administrator Jim McRea explained 
that this program would allow any of Sierra Madre s 
entities to take out insurance for a one- 
day function for $50. The city is only responsible 
for the $250 deductible if there is a suit charged 
against the city. 

The Cultural Heritage Commission is in the 
process of completing its application for the local 
Government Historic Preservation Program and the 
council approved a resolution as part of the final 
application. There are between 52 and 55 homes 
on the register. Mayor Buchan stated. Notices are 
being sent out to all of those persons and public 
hearings for each of them are planned. Proposed 
hearings are scheduled tentatively on Jan. 26.

The Walt Wesley Computer Literacy 
Center and the Dickinson Garden Walk. Continuing 
to grow and burgeon over the years to a 50,000- 
volume library that stepped confidently into the 
computer age and stood at the forefront of library 
networking.
